THE DUTIES 

OP 

OFFICERS AND REGIMENTS. 


JLN all Duties, vtrhotlief ■with or without Arm*, Piquets, 
or Courts iMartial, the Tour of Duty shall be from tho 
Kidest downwards. 

Of Duties of Honor; the Istl^ the King’s Guard; the 2d, 
I those of tile lloyal Kamily ; 3d, the Captain General’s, or 
^Kield-MarshulcoinTnaiiding the Army; 4lh, Detachment* 
of the Arm^ or Out-posts; 6ih, General Officers Gitards; 
fith, t!ie Ordinary Guard* in Camp or Garrison’; 7th, the 
Piquets ; 8th, General Courts Martial, and Duties without 
Anns, or of Fatigue. 

Officers on the Inlying Piquet an; to he considered as 
liable to be relieved, and to be employed on other Duties, 

If an Officer’s Tour of Duty happens when he is oi* the 
Inlying Piquet, he shall immediately be relieved, and go 
upon that Duty : and his'Four upon, the Pifjuet shall pass 
him, although he should not have been upon it a quarter 
of an hour. 

If an Officer’s Tour of Duty for the Piquet, General 
Court Martial, or Fatigue, happens when he is upon any 
•ther Duty, he shall not make good that Piquet, Court 
Martial, or Duty of Fatigue, when he comes off, but his 
Tour shall pass And in the like manner, if be should 



be upon a G»*ncral Court Martial, or Duty of Daligiie, and 
his Tour of Ciuard or Detaclniu at sli'^uldyfli.-.ppen, such 
(.iiianl or Dct.-u lunont sliall pass Ituu, shall not bo 

obliged to c^ake it good. ‘ ^ 

"When, from peculiar cirounrstanccs, it is probable that m 
consider.iMo twin* u .sy elujv ti beiorc the .Sentence of a 
CToneial (^o.uL . Jjitial is tico'nired, the iNJt'uibers shall be 
li..ible to retiuH t", and do their Dufy \vilh their respective 
Corp.s, at the iliscrction ol’ the GeneralOilicerC’ouuiianding. 

C-aie.ad t'tmrts rvluvtial, 'vvhieh have assembled, and 
tlie Mon btis bet'll sutirn in, sh.ib be m okontd a Duty, 
t'lm-gli they should be dismissed without trying any 
Person, 

"When OlTicers .aregiven out in General Orders for one 
Duty, they are not h * t.dvon oil'to be j-ut on any other 
Duty, without previous Pei mission lioia Head Quarters, 

No OfTicer is to exchange his Duty with another, with- 
out leave ot tlie C--'t)iTii\i:xu<iiiig Officei ol lus l-Iegiiijent. 

Guards or Detaehivients which have not marched off 
from the Place ol Parade, or llt'iuh'zvou.^, are not tq^ b ? 
rt ckoned aj a Duty tlone ; biit il the) ...hoald luivi; 
inarched oil' from t!u'Plact' of Parade, if bliall be reckoned 
a Duty, though tliey should be dibinibsed inmiediately 
alt«rwards. 

No Pegiraent is to demantl .iTourof Duty, unless it has 
inarched oil’ the Place of Parade, 

Wheae”, er the Piipu’ts are ordered to march to any Parade, 
it is not to be accounted a Duty unless they inarch off that 
Parade. 

AVhen a Detachment of Grenadiers or I^ight Infantry ia 
ordered, their own Ollicers are to march ; and if such 
< hlieers are on any Peg imental or Camp Duties, they 
are to be relieved lor tiiat purpose.

IT is by thcj zealous Kvertions and constant Superin- 
tendLMice of the General Oflieers, that the system of 
pliue, which is essential to the Reputation and Success of 
Jlis Majesty’s Arms, is to be established and maintained. 

To the General Olhcers intrusted with the Command 
of Districts, the Commander in Chief will naturally look, Cominandhig 
not only for tho Discipline of the 'I'roops therein stationed, DUtricts. 
and thc*ir coiutant Preparation for the most activo Service, 
but likewise, in case of Attack, for the immediate and 
jndst advanta_c;eous Disposal of every description nl'TPorce 
placed under their control. vVidi this view. It is necessary 
that Gfhceis in these important (hiiiimands i.hould obtain, 
the most accurate information, in the first instance, of all 
Military Bodies within the Di.strict, the Nature and Terms 
of tlieir Services, and likewise the extent to which their 
Numbers may lie carried in case of bJinergency :—It is 
equally their duty to inform themselves of the R^itary 
Hesources of their Districts, in regard to Pro^ions, 

X<aboiircrs, Horsea, and the means of transporting Troops 
and Stores.—It is incumbent on them to obtain an accurate 
Military Know'ledge of the strong Features of the Cohmtry, 
and of all Military Depots within their respective Districts, 
of all Fortified PI aces, and their means of Defence, and 
of every particular which may encrease their Power of 
acting wutii advantage against an invading Enemy:—It 
is also necessary that they should possess an intimate ac¬ 
quaintance w'ith the assailable Points of the District; 

Without Information on these Heads, no Plan for tha 
Defence of the District can be formed. It is equally 
incumbent on the Generals Commanding, to take care that 
the General and Staff Officers under their Command, 
whose duty it will be to see their Orders are accurately 
obeyed, are well versed in their several Lines of Duty, and 
are competent, both from their general Intelligence and 
acquired local Information, to render them that Assistance 
which from the Nature and Intention of their Employment 
they are expected to atford.

General Officers Commanding Districts must be prepar-

Tho Regularity of (lie Regimental Hospitals-, and tho

An intimate Knowledge of the Scone of Action, and its 
Neighbourhood, must give the greatest advantage to an 
Officer, and enable him to display his Talents, and execute 
lijs Duty with honor to Himself and Advantage to His 
Country ; but this is more particularly expected fr<^ Qe- 
qeral Officers, and others in important Commands?C-By 
Maps, acquired local Information, and unremitting Acti¬ 
vity and Observation, they \yill attain this important Ob¬ 
ject, which, in our peculiar Situation, will enable them to 
net with decided Advantage against an Enemy, who must 
be much embarrassed in his attempts to penetrate through 
an intricate Country, which he can have no Opportunity of 
pjeviously examining. Guides may serve in the common 
Operations of Marches ; but near the Enemy, the Eye and 
Intelligence of the Principal Officers must determine the 
movements of Troops, and enable them to sei^se and im¬ 
prove every Advantage, 

The General Officers Commanding Districts an(i^ 

Brigades are to adopt every possible Precaution for the 
Preservation of Game, and to forbid the Encroachment 
©f Officers or Soldiers on Manors, or their Interference 
with the Manorial Rights of Individuals, and also to secure 
the Fai’iners from any Inconvenience and Damage which 
might arise from Officers or Soldiers trespassing ovef 
their Grounds.

Military Depots, See. are required to superintend the 
J'ifiibfirkation and Di=eiiibaikation of all Regiments or 
DeUclunents, which may take place within their Command, 
and to report to die Adjutant Oeoeral and to .he Quaitef 
Master Ceiierid the strength of the Corps in Officers and 
Men, and such otluT parlicid.irs as may he necessary lor 
the Information of tiie Commander in Chief. 

The detail of the Duty of tlie District is confided to the 
Assistant Adjutant (lerieral, and he is res[ionsible for tho 
accuracy of the District Returns.—It is essential therefor© 
that he should be well acquainted with all Military Regu¬ 
lations, and be well versed in the Usages and Customs of 
the Sejrvice. — It is with this view, as well as to secure his 
having a Rank superior to that of the Brigade Majors of 
the District, that the Assistants Adjutant Ceneral are select¬ 
ed exclusively from Field Officers, whose experience, it is 
presumed, Avill liave given them a perfect Knowledge of alt 
Regimental Duties, whether in Garrison or in tho Field. 

The Assistant Adjutant General is the Channel through 
wliich^tlic District Orders are i.ssufid:—It is therefore 
essential that lie should have a clear,' concise, ,and at tho 
samq .trnie comprehensive. Mode of communicating 
the Orders he may from time to time receive from the Com¬ 
mander of the District, and be extremely exaat in whatever 
Correspondence he ma}'^ be engaged by the Direction of 
tl)B General Officer Commanding. 

The Assistants Quarter Master General of Districts are 
charged, under the orders of the General in Comitiancl, 
with the duty of Quartering, Encamping, and the Marches 
of 'I'roops within the limits of the District.

They are to report (ho detail of all such occurrences 
to the Quarter Master General at the Horse Guards, 
to whom they are also to transmit a Monthly Return 
of the Quarters of the 'IVoops in the District, accord¬ 
ing to a prescribed Form.

In Coast Districts, the Assistants Quarter Master Gene¬ 
ral .are further expected to yjo^sess accurate information 
of practicable points of Danding, the best positions for 
Defence in their immediate Vicinity, and the particular 
Winds and periods of Tide that aiford an Enemy facility 
in approaching the Coast. 

In all Districts, the Assistants Quarter Master 
General are expected to have a jterfect kiio\vledge of the 
fetate of the Roads, and the features of the Country ap¬ 
plicable to Defence ; also of the course of Rivers j^nd the 
power of Inundation. 

Assistants Quarter Master General are also to attend 
the Embarkation and DisembarkaUon of Troops within 
their Districts. 

The detail of the Duty of the Brigade rests entirely on Majors of 
the Brigade Major. He is considered as am Officer 
attaclied to the Brigade, not personally to the Officer com¬ 
manding it. His Station on a March is in front of the 
leading Regiment of the Brigade ; he is to encamp in the 
rear ot the centre of the Brigade. The Brigade Major, 
or an orderly Adjutant, is to be constantly in the Lines of 
the Camp of the Brigade. Majors of Brigade, and Aides- 
de-Camp, are, as soon as possible, to notify their Generars 
Quarters at Head Quarters.

and Inc'xpeiieured, his Protection and Favour to the De- 
ser’.ing, and his immeJiato Reprehension and Punishment 
of any conduct likely to interrupt the Harmony of the 
Corps, arc the best means of securing these desirablo 
OlipH ts, tow ards the attainment of which he has a right to 
dein.iiui, and it is presumed he w'ill at all times receive, the 
A-isistanceof every well-disposed Officer. It is well known 
that the inost perfect Civility and the most conciliating

the Number of Subaltern Officers present will permit; 
ehoiiUl there be a deficiency in tho Number of Non-com¬

It Is very important part of tlie !f)uty of eveiy Officer Supply,of 
!ii the Command of a Regiment, and every Captain or 
other Officer Commanding a Troop or Company, to take 
care that all Articles are purchased for the Soldiers, on the 
most advantageous terms, and at ready-money prices, and 
that they are delivered to the Men at prime cost, without 
any other extra charge, than what, on some occasions, ma^ 
unavoidably be incurred for Carria;;;e, and, when Regiments 
are on Foreign Stations, for Freight and Insurance. No 
Non-commis.sionedOflieer is to be allowed to be the Vend-* 
cr of Necessuiies to the Soldiers. 

The utmost Attention is required from the Captains or Cleanliceo* 
Offici'rs Commanding Troops and (.’ompanies, to thd 
CfeanlineHs of their Men, as to their IVrsons, Clothing, 

Anns and Accoutrements, and also us to the State oftheir 
Barracks or Quarters :—a strict adlierence to this essential 
point of Discipline will ever tend to the Health and Com¬ 
fort of the Soldier, and at the same time promote the Credit 
of the Service.

In Regiments that have l^ands of Music, one J^rivate Musicians* 
Soldier of each Troop or Company is permitted to act as 
a Musician, and a Serjeant is allowed to act as Master of 
the Band; but all these Men are to be effective to the 
Service as Soldiers, are to be perfectly drilled, and Habld 
to serve in the Ranks on any emergency.

4nd Fifes, when playing or beating for Military Purposes, 
on occasions permitted by His Majesty’s Regulations, and, 
above all, in the Ordinary and Quick Time Marches, 
should be attentive not to deviate in the most trifling de-' 
gree from the Time Which will allow, within the minute,

The Retreat is to sound or bent at after which 

no Trumpet is to sound, or JDram to beat, in the Garri¬ 
son, except at IVatck-seUing and Tattoo, and in case of 
JFire or other Alarm. 

'VUeTiuynpet is to sound for Tl’^atch-setliag, and the 
Tattoo is to beat at o^clock, after which no iaoldier is 
to be out of liis Quarters. 

!Kacli ^'roop or Company is to be sized and carefully 
inspected by an Officer, before it is marched to the Xlegi* 
iSneatat or General Parade. 

The Men for Duty of each Regiment arc to march un¬ 
der the direction of the Adjtitant or other Commissioned 
Officer,' from their Kegimental to the General Parade. 

An Adjutant of the Day is to be furnished frwm the Re¬ 
giment which gives the Town Guard, or the Commander 
in Chief’s Guard ; the same Regiment ia to furnish the 
93rum-Major, and Drummers, who are to beat the Assem¬ 
bly through the diiTerent quarters of the Garrison, as they 
may be ordered. 

It is the Duty of the Town-Major to tell off the Guards, 
In which .he will be assisted by the Adjutant of theDay*^. 

The Field Officer of the. Day is always to be present at 
Ouard Mounting ; no other Officer under the rank of a 
‘Oeneral Officer, except the Adjutant-General, and the 
'X)'eputy Adjutant-General, has any right to interfere, or to

When there are more Officers than 
cne belonging to the same Guard, the second in rank is to 
take post, and to march jiast the (Commanding Officer orv 
the Parade, at the head of the lasst division, instead of 
l>eing in the rtjar of it. ^Vhen there is an Olficer senior to 
the Field Olficer of the Day, on the Parade, the Guards 
are to march hy and salute him : the Field-Oificer of the 
XLy, 111 that case, marc hi ng at their head. 

*l'he foregoing Regulations, respecting mounting Guard*, 
are drawn up with a reference to a single Battalion. 
With certain necessary and obvious alterations, they are 
equally applicable to a Garrison ; in the latter instance, 
the Commandant will give the Word of Command, the 
Town-Major or Brigade-Major will collect the Reports. 

All Officers in the Ranks are to place themselves in

The lField~OfJicere and Adjutants of Regiments of 
Infantry are required to be mounted, when on Duty : fire- 
vet Field-Officers, when doing Duty as Field-Officers ia 
Garrison or in Camp, are also to be mounted.

Thougli His Majesty’s Regulations dispense with Guards 
turning out, as a matter of Cemplinient, after Sun-set, thin 
is by no moans to prevent Sentinels, when Officers in Uni¬ 
form approach their Posts, paying them a proper Attention, 
by standing steady with carried Arms, facing to ihoir pro 
per front; nor is this to be discontinued until ’ 
is so far advanced, tliat the Sentinels begin cuallenging, 
and demand the Countersign. 

The Sentry-Boxes in every Garrison are to bstmftrhod 
with a Letter, or Number. 

The Standing Orders of the Guard are to be distinctly Orders toh» 
read and carefully explained to the Men, as soon as the 
Guard is mounted, and again alter the Sentries first potted 
return to the Guard. 

When a Fire breaks out or any Alarm is raised in a Gar- Fire or other 
risen, all Guards are to be immediately under Arms; the A***^*^™^ 
Barriers are to be shut. Draw-Bridges drawn up, and so 
continue till the Fire is extinguished. 

Except in cases of urgent necessity, no Officer is to have Oflicers net t* 
the Charge of a Guard, till he is perfectly acquainted with 
his Duty. For the purpose of Instruction, young Officers mand of Guards 
may be put on Duty as Supernumeraries with senior Offi- till competent 
cers, from whose Advice and Example they may be ex- ^ ^ 
pectedto obtain a knowledge of their Duty.

No Guanla are to presume tomolcst any PeraonVtrcfming 
t.0 Camp with provisions, "and are on no account to exact or 
receive any thing lor their frbe passage. 

Se*Fnem Officer, Trumpeter, or other P^so'n whocoines from 

e .nem}. the Enemy’s Camp, is to be secured by the first Guard he 
arrives at, till the orders of the General Commanding are 
known. When a Deserter comes in from the Enemy, the 
Officer commaiuliiig the Post, or Guard, at which he first 
arrives, is immediately to send him under a proper Escort 
(and without permitting him to be delayed, or examined, 
or any cpiestions asked him) to the Officer Commanding the 
Out-Posls, who, after ascertaining whether he brings any 
intelligence immediately relating to his own Post, will for« 
ward him to Head-Quarters.

It is the Duty of OlTicers, on all Guards, to inspect all 
•Relicts of Sentries, both when they go on and come offi 
tlu'ir Posts; to I'all thellolls frequently; and by evnry means 
in their power to keep the IVIen under their command in 
the mo.st pet feet state of vigilance and preparation. 


Officers commanding Out-Guards are to send Guides or Guides, 
Orderly Mento the Major of Brigade of the Day, or to the 
Brigade-Major of their own Brigades, as circumstances may 
require,inqrder to conduct the'new Guards, and to carry such 
orders as may be necessary, Wlien the Army is on a M arch, 
they must apprize the Brigade-Majors of the Situation of 
their posts, as soon as they arrive at them. 

All Detachments of Brigades which .are ordered to march Detachmenti, 
iwmediateli/f are to be taken tioin the Inlying Piquets, and 
replaced djrectly. 


Whenever Detachments are composed of 200 Men, or Merlic.alA.tten- 
Upwards, a Surgeon or Assi-tani Surgeon is to be sent 
from the Corps ol the Officer who coimmm'Js. On particu¬ 
lar Duties, the Attendance of a Surgeon, or Assistant 
Surgeon, may be requi.site with smaller Detachments. 

Detachments of Cavalry, of 50 or upwards, must be attend¬ 
ed by a Farrier.

As soon as an Officer commanding an Out-Post, or Attentions of 
advanced Piquet (whether of Cavalry or Infantry), arrives Officer®* 
on his Ground, he must endeavour to make himselt master 
of his situation, by carefully examining, not only the space 
he actually occupies, but the Heights within Musket-Shot; 
the Hoads and Paths leading to or near his Post, ascertain¬ 
ing their Breadth and Practicability for Cavalry and Can¬ 
non.—He should examine*the hollow ways that cover the 
Approach of an Enemy; and, in shorb consider all the

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Points from Tfhi^'b he in most likely to be altarkcd. Iltr 
■iviH by these menns be enabled to take Measures to pre¬ 
vent the po«=»ibility of Surprise : and should he be attacked 
durinp: the Nii’.ht, Irein the previous know ledpe he ha* 
obtained of the Cbound, ho will at once form a Just esti¬ 
mate of the nature of the Attack, and make his Arrange- 
merits lor Defence with Promptitude and Decision. 

An inteMif^ont OfTlcer upon an Out-Post, even unpro¬ 
vided with Intrenching Tools, will materially strengthen 
his po«t, when the unobserver would remain inactive. A 
’Tree felled Tvith jiidoment, Brushwood cut to a certain 
distance* pointed Stakes about breast high, placed on the 
point most assailable by the Knemy, may be attended 
with the greatest advantages, and can be efiected with the 
common Hat< hets, or Bill-Hooks, with which the Soldiers 
are provided for the purpose of cutting Pire-Wood. 

rvlothing checks the Ardour of Troops more than an 
unfxpectt tl Obstacle, within point blank IVIusket-Shot of 
t!if‘ T*lacc att.'u'ked : this must not be overlooked by an 
Olticer who defends, and no Impediment he can throw 
III tin* Knemy’s way, at that distance from his Post, must 
be deemed unworthy his Attention.

Whenever His Majesty’s Service may require it, Sol- 
diiers are, and at all times have heerr, liable to be ordered, by 
tile superior Officers on Working Parties as a Duty. 


W^hen it is nene^sar}’^ to employ them as Artificers or 
I/abourersm the construction of permanent Military Works, 
Public Hoacl^, and the Military Services required by tli* 
Ordnance, and other Depa»*tment 3 of tlm Anry in ih«

These Allowances do not apply to the Military Corps 
belonging to the Ordnance Department, nor to the Royal' 
Staff Corps. 

In Summer, the Honrs of actual Dabouf are Ten; in 
W inter. Eight ; and the Soldit^rs will be p.sid in proportion 
for any greater or Joss number of Ifours they may be ern- 
ploj'od in eac*h day. The Summer Period is considered' 
to commence on l^ady Day, and the Winter Period off 
Michaelmas Da 3 ', in each Year. 

It is to lie thoroughly and clearly understood, that ex¬ 
cept for tile Performance of certain Duties at Sieges, or ia' 
Cases that may appear to the General, or Other Officer 
Commanding, to be deserving of particular Consideration,' 
no sn^'h gratuity of W^orking Pay is to be extended to, or 
claimed by, AVorking Parties in Camp or on Service, when' 
Work becomes the most important of Duties, when the bo¬ 
dily Exertion of every Iiiclividual-of-every Rank must bo 
commanded to facilitate the Operations, strengthen the 

• Positiontf^ 
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Positional, and ensure tlie general Safety of the Army, and 
•when the Use of the Spade, Pick-Axe, and Barrow, acra 
as essential for the Defensive, as that of the Musquet and 
Bayonet are for the Olffensive Operations of the Army. 

Itis likewise to be understood, that Officers Command^ 
ing Regiments are not to furnish W^orking Parties without 
an Order from tlic (Jeneral Officer under whose Command 
they are serving, and that all Rcqtiisitions for Permanent 
Working Parties to be furnished by the Troops in Great 
Britain, shall be submitted in the first instance to the Com* 
manderin Chief, except in cases of immediate exigency. 

The Levelling of Ground in the Vicinity of the Camp of 
Barracks, and making Communications between different 
parts of them, are Duties of fatigue, and are to be perform* 
•d without any additional pay.

0» actual Service the Provoat-IVfarshal or his Deputy 
acting with the Army will frequently make the Tour of the 
Camp, and its Environs, and will have Orders to seise such 
Persons a» are committing Disorders. 

The Regiments encamped near Villages must send fre¬ 
quent Patroles into them, to apprehend such Persons as may 
be there without Passes, or who, having Passes, may be¬ 
have improperly. 

Any Person committing waste in Gardens, Orchards, 
Plantations, Eields, or Inclosures, will be mostjievorely 
punished. 

Plundering and Marauding, at all times highly disgrace¬ 
ful to Soldiers, \inder the circumstances in which the Army 
would take the field, in any part of the United Kingdom^ 
and committed against the Persons and Properties of our 
•wn Countrymen, whom it is bur Duty to protect, wilf 
become Crimes of such Enormity, as to admit of no remis¬ 
sion of the awiul Punishment, which the Military Law 
awards against Olfences of this natdre. The Provost- 
Marshal, in making his Rounds, will bocornmandcd to 
execute it immediately, and in its greatest rigour, against 
all such as are detected in the fact. 

If any Soldier is base enough to attempt to desert to the 
Eruyny, on being apprehended he will suffer immediate 
Death. 

Any Person forcing a Safe-Guard will suffer Death, 

These Punishments will attach equally to the Followers 
of the Camp, as to Soldiers, and must be explained to 
fhem by the Oflicers Commanding the Regiments by whicU 
such FoUowers are employed. 

The Articles of War have decreed punishments for tlm 
following Offences. 

Death is the absolute punishment for Cowardice, or 
Misbehaviour before an Enemy, or speaking words induc- 
othe^ IfOt do the like. . For 
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^Poj- Nfutitiy, or concealing g. Mutiny, Desertion, Sleep* 
ing on a Post, or Quitting it before relieved. Plundering 
after Victory, Quitting a Post in Battle, CJompelling an 
Officer to abandon or give up his Post, or persuading 
others to do Uie like. Corresponding with an Knemy, and 
Striking or refusing to obey any superior Olficer in th* 
execution of his Duty, a Court IMartial may inflict Death, 
or any other Punishment it may judge adequate loth© 
Oflence. 

The Crimes of persuading others to desert, of concealing, 
assisting, or relieving an Knemy, or being absent fiointhe 
*lVoop or (Company a Soldier belongs to, 7V^>'^tince from Du¬ 
ty, Drunkenness, and Kalse Alurins, are punishable at th« 
discretion of a Ceneial or Regimental Court Martial. 

All Officers in the Command of Guards or Detach¬ 
ments, are enjoineil to give Assistance to the Provost-Mar- 
ehal in the ext‘cution of his Duty ; and any Officer or 
[Soldier impeding him in tlie sam'e, or offering him any in¬ 
sult, wull receive tilt? most exemplary Punishineat, 
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Regulations relating to Courts ISfartial, 


The Sixteenth. Section of the Articles of PVar, and the 
J[futiti}/Act on w\Acl\ they arefoundt'd, coMfuin the Direc¬ 
tions necessary to be observed in the conslitiitin" and ron- 
ductinj^ the Proceedings of Courts 31a/tiulf Loth General 
and Hegimental. 

The Duties attached to Officers employed on Courts 
Martial are of the mo^t grave; and important Nature, and 
ill order to disch.irgc them with Justice and Piopriety, it is 
incumbent on all Oltic**rs to apply themselv(.;i tliligcuitly to 
the Acquirement of a competent Knowledge of iVIihtary 
I-iaw, and to make therriselves pej fcetly ai-quaintod with all 
Orders and itegulations, and with the Piaetices of Military 
Courts. With tliis View, Officers on their KiUi?tnre into 
the Army are required to attend all liegimental Courts 
Martial for at UaU Three JNlonths, before they are per- 
jnitted to be JNJ embers of such Courts. 

General or other Officers Commanding on Foreign Sta¬ 
tions, arc restricted from sending home Olficers witli Ar¬ 
ticles of Accusation pending against fliem (except in c.ises of 
the most urgent necessity), it being essemial towards llu; due 
Administration of Justice, that when charges are preferred 
against an Officer, they should be tliorouglily investigated 
ou the Spot. 

An Officer, who may be placed in Arrest, has no right 
to demand a (‘ourt Martial upon himself, or to persist in 
considering himself under the lestraint of such Arrest after 
he shall have been released by proyjer Authority, or to re¬ 
fuse to return to tlie Exercise of liis Duty ;—An Otlicer 
cahnot insist upon a Trial unless a Charge is preferred 
against him, but it by no means follows that an Officer 
conceiving himself to have been wrongfully put in Arrest, 
or otherwise aggrieved, is without Remedy ; a Complaint 
is afterwards open to him, if jjreferred in a proper manner, 
for which provision is made by a special Article of War. 

In all cases in which more Prisoners than one (being ar¬ 
raigned for different Crimes) shall be tried by the same 
General Court Martial, the Court shall be re-sworn at 
Ihe Commencement of each Trial, and the Proceeding* 
ehall in every respect be made up separately, and signed, 
as if each Prisoner had been tried by a distinct Court 
jyiartial. *

Hia Majesty** Warrant, dated 25th df December, 1807, 
Copies of which hare been supplied to every Regiment, 
contain the Regulations for Troops in Barracks, and must 
Invariably form a part of the DoennAent* to be kept for 
Heference at the Head-Quarters, 

Of these Regulations the strictest observance is re« 

t uired, and it is presumed thatajust Consideration of the 
•iberality, with which Government has provided, for the 
Comfort and Accommodation of the Soldiers, will excite 
#n their part a proper Care of the various Articles (the 
Property of th** Public) which are furnished for their Use 
and Convenience, as well as of the Buildings themselves 
aed the Fixtures contained in them ; and to these impor¬ 
tant Objects the Attention c>f Officers ip Command is most 
earnestly required. 

The constant Attention of Officers in Command of 
JBrigades and Regiments is to be paid to the Cleanliness, 
and State of Repair, of the Barracks occupied by the Troops 
under their Command, and particularly to the Qualify and 
Condition of the Bedding, a circumstance of the utmost 
importance to the Comfort and Health of the Soldiers. 

It is incumbent on these Officers by theif own personal 
Inspection, as well as by the Reports of their Orderly Otfi- 
f;ers, to make themselves perfectly acquainted with every 
Particular respecting the Articles of Barrack Kquipment 
delivered for the use of the^r Men ; and, in case of any 
Deficiency, it is tho Duty of the Commanding Officer of 
the Regiment tq innke application for the necessary Supply 
through the General Officer C*ommanding ; but, though it 
accords with the Luiberality of Government, and the gra- ^ 
cious Intentions of His Majesty, that the Soldier should be 
auppltod with ovary thing that isr^uisife, it is the Duty of 
overy Individual to guard most strictly against any unne¬ 
cessary Fxpendituru. These Applications, therefore, should 
not be made wjithout tlie most minute previous personal Rt** 
•peefion, and, in the case of a Requisition for the Article of 
' iiogi it will be proper that the Necessity of it, and the 

Cau^ 
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Catise which produces it, should be especially ascertained* 
and certified by the Commanding Offi(;er of the Hegiment, 

Whenever it may be considered expedient to destroy 
Bedding, which may have been used by Men affected with, 
any contagious Disorder, the Medical Officer shall repre¬ 
sent the Circumstance to the Commanding Officer o» the 
spot, who will report to the General Officer Commanding* 
ih order that he may cause a Board to assemble for the pur¬ 
pose of determining the Propriety of destroying the Articles: 
—The Board is to consist of one Field-Officer and two 
Medical Officers Cone of whom must be of the Medical 
Staft'). 

On the Inspection being closed, the President will causa 
the Articles condemned as unfit for further use to be de¬ 
stroyed in the Presence of the Board ; and will annex ta 
the Proceedings a Certificate to that effect, setting forth the 
exact Number of the respective Articles. The President 
will deliver the Proceedings to the Barrack-Master as hie 
Voucher, and report the Result to the General Officer. 

The general Practice of Washing the Floors of Barrack- 
Booms having been found very prejudicial to the Health 
of the Soldiers, by exposing them to a damp Atmosphere, 
this pernicious custom is to be discontinued, and Dry Rub- 
bing is to be substituted in its Place. 

No W^ine, Beer, or Spirituous Liquor, is to be sold 
within the Barracks to the Non-commissioned Officers or 
Private Men of any Regiment stationed therein, except at 
the established Canteen, where a regularly licensed Sut¬ 
ler is appointed by the Commissioners for the affairs of 
Barracks, for the purpose of supplying the Soldiers, at fair 
and reasonable Market Prices, with Provisions, Liquors, 

* &c, which are required to be of the best quality. No 
Tippling is to be allowed in any of the Barrack-Rooms 
allotted for the use of the Non-commissioned Officers and 
Soldiers. 
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Regulations regarding Military Hospitals. 


The Hegnlarity and proper Management of Regimen¬ 
tal Hospitals so materially tend to the Good of His Majesty’s 
Service, and so much promote theComlort of the SoUiiers, * 
that the necessity of giving the most constant Attention to 
these important Objects cannot be too strongly impressed on 
the minds of ail Officers in Command. 

Officers commanding Brigades are enjoined frequently 
to visit the Hospitals of the Regiments composing their 
Brigades, and minutely to investigate the CEcouoiny and 
Order therein establisiied ; to inquire into the State of the 
Patients, their Diet, and Attendance of every kind, and to 
enforce the strictest Observance of the Hospital Hegulutions; 
'J'liey are likewise responsible that Divine Service is per¬ 
formed, and duly attended by the convalescent Patients, 
and that the Sick are legulariy visited by the Chaplain at¬ 
tached to the iivi;rade. 

These Attentions are required still more in detail from 
Commanding Officers of Regiments, who, from personal 
observation, have opportunities of checking every Abuse, 
and whose Duty it is to extend to the Hospitals the same 
system of Order, Regulaiity, and Discipline, which should 
prevail in their Regiments. 

The Captain and Subaltern of the Day of each Regiment 
are'to visit the Hospital at different and uncertain Hours, 
to observe the Cleanliness of the Wards, the Regularity of 
Messing, and the Appearance of the Men, who, while they 
are in the Hospital, are by no means to be permitted to 
contract Habits of Slovenliness in their Dress, but are ex¬ 
pected to appear perfectly clean in every particular. 

Every Species of Gaming is strictly forbidden. Any 
Patient convicted of Swearing, disorderly Behaviour, inso¬ 
lent and provoking CJonduct towards the Attendants, or 
of any deviation from the Hospital Regulations, must be 
severely punished. 

The Captain of the Day is to report any Irregularities 
he may observe to the Ceminanding Officer of the Regi¬ 
ment. * Th« 
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The Sitrgeon is td malcea daily Report of the Siclt to 
the C’ommanding Offioer, who will make a Weekly Report 
to the Officer Commanding the Brigade. 

Regimental Hospitals are, under the immediate difeotion 
of th eir respective Surgeons, subject to th© General In'.* 
sitructlon-? and Superintendence ©t th© L)irector-General 
find the Officers coinpn-^ing the Army Medical Donrd, or 
other Professional Pec^ona, having Authority for that pur¬ 
pose. It is the Duty of the Inspectors of Hospitals, an<l of 
sucIj other Officers of the Medical Staff ua shall be oidered 
lor that purpose, to visit Regimental Hospitals from time 
to time, to observe whether the Hospital Regulations are 
strictly adheied to, to inquire whether any Causes of Com¬ 
plaint e:^!st amongst the Patients, and to submit to the Ge« 
nerals ('ommanding in Districts such lo^ul ofiservations as 
he conceives may tend lo the benefit ol' the Sick. 

In every Barrack and Garrison, it is in the Depart¬ 
ment of the Commissioners for the Affairs of Barracks to 
provide Acconimodation for the Sick, in the proportion of 
onc-tonfh of the number oflidcctives ; but, when a Kegi- 
menf is in Camp or Cantonments, it is the business of th* 
Surgeon to procure an airy ami commodious Hospital, tak¬ 
ing po rtimiiar cure that it is amply supplied with whole¬ 
some Water. 

In Camp, a Tent will be allowed, which must be pitch¬ 
ed upon the best dry Spotof groririd in the vicinity of tho 
R' gimental Hospital, to which it is granted as an Aid, 
but must not, except in cases of absolutu necessity, be it¬ 
self considered as the Hospital. 

The responsibility for the Order, Regularity, and Clean¬ 
liness of the Iteginiental Hospital, for the Diet ami Care of 
the Patients, and for the general Conduct and Lhlconomy 
ofthe whole establishiiieut, rests entirely with the Surgeon. 
(Commanding Oliicers are enjoined to furniMh such Mi¬ 
litary Assistance as inay bo necessary 1or she Attainment 
of tfu 'C ObjiM ts, and all T'^ou-cominissioiieu Officers, and 
others placed in tiie Hospital, in aid of the Surgeon, are 
c6mmaridtd to yield the most inijnieit (obedience tw tli* 
Instructions they may receive from him, and lo en¬ 
force, 111 every instance, the most minute Observance of 
the Hospital ilegiiiations, winch are to be fairly written 
and fixed on a board in the conspicuous part of the 

Regimeutal Hospital, The 
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The SuriEjeon should be consulted in the selection oF the 
Serjeant to be appointed to assist liiin in the Hospital ; and 
ilwili tend maieiially to the benoHt of tlie Sii-k, that this 
Non-commissioned Officer, and the Orderly Mon acting 
in the Hospihil, should be considered as being m a per-* 
tnanent Situation, and not liable to be removed except in 
case of Misdenieanour. 

A Guard is to he constantly furnished to the FfospitaT, 
and the Surj^eon will sigiiity to the Commanding Officer 
of the Hegiment the particular Orders which he wishes to 
be given to the NoU-commissioned Officer commanding 
it, and to the Sentries. 

When a Soldier is sent into the tiospital, his Arms and 
Accoutrements are, if possible, to be left with his d’roop 
or Company, an<l in no instanc e is ho to take his Amcnu* 
nition with him to the Hospital. 

It is very desirable, that in every Regimental Hospital 
there should be an Apartment appropriated to Convale¬ 
scents, whowe Diet and AJode of Living must remain under 
the Direction of the Surgeon, and who must themselves be« 
in every respect, subject to the Hospital liegiilations. A 
trusty Non-commissioned Officer must be appointed to the 
Superintendence of the Messing and Conduct of this par- 
ticulur W^ard. 

Convalescents, on coming out of the Hospital, are not 
to be put on Duty, till the Surgeon certiffes to the Adjutant 
that they are perfectly recovered; for which purpose the 
'Surgeon, or Assistant Surgeon, must daily make a parti¬ 
cular Inspection of these Men, at Morning Parade, to 
prevent any remaining longer exempted from Duty tlian 
the State of their Health renders absolutely necessHry. On 
a March, when circumstances will permit, the Packs of 
such Convalescents, as have not yet received Oertificatee 
•f their being lit for Duty, should be carried for them. 

Convalescents, when discharged from the Hospital, 
should not be putimmediately on Public Duties, butshould 
be employed for a certain time on Regimental Guards only, 
where they are not liable to be so much exposed to the 
!Weather^ or to Fatigue* 
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T}ieSnrrrf=‘on or Assistant Suri^i*on shall attend all Field- 
Days and Paradf‘. No punislnix'nt is to be inflit ted bat 
in the presence of the Surgeon, or of the Assistant Surgeon, 
in case of any other indispensable Duty preventing the 
Attendance of the Surgeon. 

In Cantonments and Barracks, the Qtiartera of the Siir- 
f^pon must henearthe Hospital,and the Assistant Surgeon’s 
'IVnt must be pitched in its Vicinity when a Kegiment is 
in Camp. 

Regimental Surgeons are enjoined to take under their 
care any Non-comiTus«iioned Oflicers or Soldiers of the 
lioyal Artillery, or of other Regiments (njion the Com- 
inandii'g OfHc*er’s Authority for so doing being obtained), 
who, being absent from the Corps to which they belong, 
from there being no General Hospital in the Neighbour¬ 
hood, orlrom oilier unavoidable cirruinsiances, are under 
the necessity of applying to them foi Relief and Assislanre. 
In these cases, the Regimental Pay-Master must repay to 
the Surgeon the Kxpense incurred, on the Certificate there¬ 
of being signed by him, and countersigned by the Com¬ 
manding Officer; and the Agent of the Regiment to which 
the Patient belongs is strictly tmjoined to repay the same, 
on demand, into the hands of the Agent of the Regiment, 
in whose Hospital he has been received ; the Signature of 
the Commanding Olficer of the latter is, in this instance, to 
be deemed a sufficient Authority. 

On Foreign Stations, all sick Soldiers of the Artillery, 
Fngineers, Royal Military Artificers, and Labourers, 
and other Ordnance Military Corps, and such Persons be¬ 
longing to the Civil Branch of the Ordnance, as may bo 
considered by the superior Officers of that Department to 
be entitled to Military Medical Attendance, and Medicines; 
such as SforHkee],cis, Clerks, Artificers, Labourers, and 
other Persons belonging to the Department, shall be ad¬ 
mitted into General and Regimental Hospitals, (orattended 
in their Quarters, accordingto their Situations) and supplied 
with Diet, Medicines, Wine, Porter, and all other Allow • 
ances, and Necessaries ; and whether in Hospitals, or at¬ 
tended in Out-Quarters, shall be treated in every respect 
precisely in the same Manner, and be subjected tothesame 
Regulations andControul, as the sick Officers, Non-com¬ 
missioned Officers, and Privates, of the other Parts of His 
Migesty’s Army. 
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The same Stoppages are to be made from their Pay, 
both in re'^ard to ilospitul Charges, and Rations, the Ap- 
pjication of whioh is to be {governed b^ the same Refill- 
lations; and in lieu of all other IC.vpenses incurred by Go* 
vernment, for Medicines, Stores, Attendance, Wine, 
Porter, Frei^!;lit, iVo. a fiiither Sum of 2s. ?d. per diem il 
to be paid for every Artillery Soldier, or Person attached 
to the Ordnance, while he remains in General or Re^i- 
inentul Hospital, or is attended in Quarters, which Sum 
is to be paid at Home, by the Ordnance Department, to 
the Orders of the Secretary at War ; the Account to be 
grounded on Quarterly detailed Returns, which it will be 
the Duty of the Inspector of HospituisyOr principal Medical 
Officer on the Station, to transmit to the Secretary at 
War, founded on tlie Purveyor’s and Regimental Sufgeon’s 
Books, certified as to tlie Correctness by himself, and by the 
Commanding Officer of Artillery, Engineers, or other Su¬ 
perior OtTicer of tfie Ordnance, who will require regular 
Reports, from all Stations within the Command, of the 
Number of Sick in Hospital, or in Quarters, whereby he 
may check the Returns. 

These Returns are to be minutely investigated in the pro¬ 
per Department abroad, particularly in the Olfico of Ac- 
compts, and are to be further sanctioned and verified by 
the Certificate of the Commander of the Forces on the Sta¬ 
tion, by whom ope Set is to be transmitted to the Secretary 
at War, and another Set by the Principal Medical Officer 
to the Director-General of the Army Medical Department. 

The Ordnance Medical Officers, although chiefly occu¬ 
pied in Attendance on the Sick of the Artillery m Hospi¬ 
tals, and in Out-Quarters, or Detachments, and on the 
Civil Officers of the Establishment, for whom they are 
allowed to draw Medicines from the General Stores of the 
Army, are not, however, to consider this Attendance upon 
Persons belonging to the Ordnance their sole and exclusioe 
Duty; but they are hereby strictly enjoined to give Assis¬ 
tance and Attendance to all Sick Officers, Non-cominis- 
siooed Officers, and Soldiers, wheiher in or out of Hospitals; 
as the Medical Officers of the Line are enjoined to give 
mutual Aid to the Ordnance Department, whenever re¬ 
quired so to do. 

£ach Medical Officer of the Ordnance will make his

\i<nial 'Roturn to the superior OfTirers of his ownJDepart-. 
ment, as well Military, as Medical, according to the Or¬ 
ders he may from time to time receive through the Chief* 
of the Medical Department on the Station. 

The Instruction** for the CEconorny and Management 
©r Military Ho*5(ntal**. tramed by the Directoi-Genera\ 
and the OlVieers cf inposing the Arniy Medical Hoard, and, 
sanctioned by the ('oniin mier m Chief, are to be con¬ 
sidered as General Onler'*: aiul ali Generals Commanding 
in Districts, and Olfici-rs Cyomnianding Hrigades and Regi¬ 
ments, are enjoined to give them lull effi'Ct, and by their 
Authority to entorce the strictest Observanpti of thema 

within their respective Commanas.

'With a View to assure the necessary Supply of Pro¬ 
visions to the Sick, and to simplify the Hospital Accounts, 
Sread and Meat for the Soldiers, who are in Regimental 
Hospitals, whether in Camp or in Quarters, are to be pro¬ 
vided under the Superintendence of the Surgeon, at the 
actual Market-Price, and shall be so charged in the W^eekly 
lieliirns ; and, as the Men in the Hospital, in Obedience 
to this Regulation, will not be included in the Weekly 
Reginieutal Returns for Meat and Bread, no Charge is to 
be made by the Pay-Master, on their Account, for the 
extra Price thereof, the Surgeon feeing responsible for the 
Accuracy of the Account, and for the Quality of the Arti¬ 
cles provided by his Direction. 

The Meat must be of prime Quality, and the Bread the 
best Household. 

The actual Market Price of both is to be ascertained, 
and ventied by the Commanding Olficer of the Regi¬ 
ment, whose approving Signature is required to bo 
aittached to the Weekly Returns transmitted by the Sur¬ 
geon to the Director-General of the Army Medical De¬

Any Soldier, who is guilty of assuming, while he

private Man, during the time of hia being in a Oeneral 
or Hegiinental Hospital ;—h'roni the Pay of Poi^h who 
receive only Ten Pence per day, the Sum of Pence 

is to be retained, while iu a Cienerul or liogiineiital llos« 
pital. 

In Regimental Hospitals the Rates of Stoppages,are to 
be paid over to the Surgeon, as a Fund to bo applied by 
him, under the Superintendence of the (Jomiu.mding 
OtTicer, to the Mruntenauco of the Soldieivs, aiul tht jiro- 
▼iding of the necessary Comforts and Attendance«lor them 
while in Hospital. 

Regular Accounts of the Expenditure for the above 
Services.are to bo kept by the llegimetual Surgeons, ai\d 
Co be furnished by them (being previoa‘<ly ctMtifieJ by 
the Commanding Officer) to the Director General ot the 
Army Medical Department, at such times aud in sucli 
Forms, as shall bo prescribed. 

The Balance of the Men’s Accounts, who are Sick in 
Hospital, shall not be paid to them, until they return lo 
their Dufy, but their Accounts shall bo regularly stated 
and explained to them at the prescribed periods.

His Majf^ty’s Warrant of the 25th May, 1797*, directs^ 
that the Soldier is to defray out of his Pay the Kxpensci 
of his Bread, except when Bread of the Household Qua* 
lity shall exceed the price of Three Half-pence per Bounds 
in which case the Excess of Price shall be allowed to hioi 
upon a Quantity not exceeding One Pound per day. 

The Supply of Bread to the Troops in Great Britain, 
and the Islands in the Channel, is made under the Direo* 
tion of the Commissary in Chief. 

The Bread supplied to the Troops is to be of the same 
quality, that is, made of Meal, the produce of good mar* 
ketable Wheat, and well dressed through a Twelve-ShiU 
ling seamed Cloth, 

In order to secure to the Soldiers the full effect of His 
Majesty’s gracious Intentions respecting the supply of 
Bread to his Troops, it has been found expedient to enter 
into Contracts with Persons for the Supply of that Articlo 
throughout the Kingdom : the Advantages arising from 
this Arrangement, tAe Pi ire of Bread exceeds Three 

Holf-pence per Pound, are very evident ; and in order to 
guard, as far aspos'>ibIe, against these Contracts being at¬ 
tended with any, even temporary, disadvantagelo lire'!’! oopii, 
in the Event of the Price of Bread bein^ under Three 
Half-pt nce. per Pound, the Commissary in Chief ia requir¬ 
ed to renew the Contracts from time to time, in order that 
tlie lowest pos'.sible Price may be charged to the Soldier, 
M^halever, therefore, may be the Price of Bread, tha( 
>vhich is delivered to the 'rroops is to be of the Quality 
before specified Vi^hen the Price exceeds Three Half* 
pence per Poured, the Excess will be defrayed by the 
Public:—When the Price js less than Three Ilalf-penco

The Monthly Contract Prices to be paid for Broad 
in the several Counties of Great Britain anti in the Idanth, 
being determined by the Commissary in Chief, will he 
communicated by him to the Principal Oflicer of the 
Commissariat Oepartinent in each District, who is to make 
a timely Report of the same to the Qcneial Otficer (h>m- 
manding the District, with a view to the (Joutract Pneer.

keepers, &c. 'Flicy are to sign Returns of their effective 
Non-coinmisslonod Officers, 'J'rumpeters, Drummers, and 
J^rivates, for whom they require Bread, and to direct a 
Commissioned Officer to receive, and give a Heceifitfor the 
Paine, to the Contractor or his Agents, adding the words, 
cn Recri'iting Service, when the Detachment, to vvliicli 
the Bread has been furnished, is on that Service. 

They are required to transmit to the Superintendents of 
Military Accounts (undercover to the Secretary at War) 
on or before the first of the month succ< eding that in 
^vhich the Supplies of Bread were furnished, a Jvlonthly 
Distribution of the Corps. 

Officers Commanding Detachments, whether mat ionary 
or on march, are to make Duplicates of the Receiptothey give

No Bread is to be received from the Contractors, but 
what shall be in Weight, and in Quality, conformable to tho 
Contract:—If Bread, v/lfieli may be objectionable in either 
respect, is at any lime delivered to the Troops, it is to be re¬ 
jected, and if not iinmediaiely replaced by the Contractor 
or his Agent, other Bread is to be purchased in lieu there¬ 
of by the Commanding Ollicer, or by the Coininissary, 
lor which the Contractor is required to pay.

Whenever Regiments, or Detachments, may be ordered

No. 1, Form to be ii«ed by Regiments either at Home 
or abroad, in the case ol Men discharged on having com¬ 
pleted any of the periods of Service. 

No. 2. Form to be used by Regiments at Home, in the 
case of Men discharged in consequence of uiifitness lor 
further Service, (lOin whatever cause proceeding. 

No. 3. Form to be ii'jed by Regimerfts abroad in the 
case of Men proposed to be discharged in consequence of 
uafitncsii for liirlher Service. 

No. 4. Form to be used in the case of Men discharged^ 
serving under the Reserve or Defence Acts. 

The Forms No. 2 and 3 apply as well to such Men 
as have enlisted for an unlimited period, and are dis¬ 
charged consequence of Unfitness for further Service, aa 
to those who have enlisted for a limited Period, and ar^ 
discharged from the same cause. 

It being exticmely necessary to ascertain with correct¬ 
ness tho exact period of a Soldier’s Service, for the pur^ 
pose of enabling the Commissioners of the Royal Hospi¬ 
tals of Chelsea and Kilmainham to determine with respect 
to the ptMision proper to be granted.—Commanding C>fli- 
cers of Regiments are enjoined to be exircmtly particular 
on this head when discharging Men, not merely v. ith re¬ 
spect to stating the service of Individuals in Regiments 
from which they are about to be discharged (which can bo 
attended with no diHiculty,) but in ascertaining thejustico 
and extent of their Claims of Service in other Corps, of 
which Commanding Oilicers must endeavour to obtain sa¬ 
tisfactory Testimony by every means in their power, either 
Irom the Discharge or Certificate of Service which the In¬ 
dividual may be in possession of, or by wiiting to the 
Kegim^ut, or such other mode as may be most likely 
answer the purpose. 

In stating the Services of Men in their Discharges, Care 
must betaken to express the precf^c time the Individuals 
have served in the or H^est Indies, which is to be

or Misconduct. 

The particular.^ of what is contained in the former pai^t 
of the a loregoing paragraph are to be stated in the body oi' 
tlie Discharge ; and the Surgeon, as directed in the me- 
znoraiiduin, is to sign his name in the margin, as a pro¬ 
fessional certificate of the fact: the latter partis inserted 
in the Commanding Otficer’s Certificate On the back Cf€ 
the Discharge, which is to be countersigned by the fciur- 
gaaOr his opinion ou that point being deemed essential. 

When any Man shall be discharged who shall have dis¬ 
tinguished himself in any particular manner, either by his

JRegulations to be observed in the Recom^ 
intending of' Soldiers in particular Cases 
J'or their JJischarges, on providing Substi^ 
tutes. 

1. Commanding Officers of Corps (hy -whom only 
Applications must be made through the Adjutant-General 
for the Discharge of Soldiers) are to be particularly diligent 
and circumspect, in the first place, in ascertaining the 
grounds on which such Applications are founded, and are 
to detail the same tor the Commander in ChiePs consider¬ 
ation, who will thereby be enabled to decide whether, and 
cn wiiat terms, tlie Indulgence is to be granted These 
Ileports are invariably to include a Statement of the Mairs 
Age and Sefricea, and the Character he has maintained in 
the Regiment, in addilion to the other circuais.tances on 
ikhich he may rest his Claim to Indulgence. 

Commanding OlTicers are in no instanro to sanctioni 
or encourage any steps being taken to procure Substitutes, 
until the Commander in Clhef’s pleasure shall have bced 
regularly nutilied. 

3. The Substitutes are in every case to be provided 
solely by the Friends ofthe Party applying for his Discharge, 
and no interference whatever on the part of the Regiment, 
either by means of tiie Recruiting Parties, or otherwise, is 
to be permitted. If any such Agency be discovered to 
have taken place, the Parlies concerned will be punished, 
and thS Commander in ChiePs sanc'tion for the Discharge 
will be withdrawn. 

4. No Soldier is to receive a Furlough on the plea of 
assisting to provide Substitutes for himself or on any other 
account connected with his Discharge, nor is lie to quit the 
Quarters of his Regiment until his Substitutes have been; 
hnaliy accepted. The Substitutes must be provided with 
as littlu delay as possible, and if they shall not have joined 
the Regiment within Six Months from the dale of the 
Comrnander in ChiePs Authority, it is to be considered as 
cancelled, which must also invariably be the case if the '■ 
Corps in the mean time should be ordered on Service.

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5. Subfttitutcs are not to be received above Twenty-five 
"Yearo of* Age, or under the regulated Standard, nor is aii^ 
iVIftrt to be deemed eligible who has been f>reviousIy in the 
Servii.T. 'I'hcy are to be brought to the Ifead Quarters of 
th o liegimerit entireh/ at ihe expense of the Soldier or his 
J’nenda, and are to remain tiiere Oue Month before they 
are finally accepted as Substitutes. 'I'hey will, however, 
be subsisted from the Dates of their Attestation?, w h'ich 
are always to take place at Head Quarters. H\ery Soldier, 
previous to his Direharge, is to lodge in the hands of 
his Commanding Officer a Ceiliticate from his Substitutes, 
that tliey have rib unsettled claim on him or tlie Regiment; 
and the Commanding Officer is to satisfy himself that the 
Substitutes are either fully equipped w ith Necessaries, or 
that a Proportion of their Bounty adequate to that purpose 
is deposited with the Captain or Officer Commanding the 
Troop or Company to which he may be attached. 

6. Commanding Officers are required to be very strict 
in enforcing the due execution of these Instructions, and 
to be pariictdnriy careful in causing them to be fully and 
minutely explained to fHe Men under their Oitlers, so that 
there lu.^y be no plea for Deviations or Irregularities in 
couse(pii.*iU'e of Ignorance or IMisconccption, and that each 
Individual applying (or his Di-'charge may fully compre¬ 
hend the Risk and llespoiisibility he thereby takes upon 
himself. 

7! To prevent an unnecessary hlultiplicity of Corres¬ 
pondence, A pplicafions of this Nature from Commanding 
OlViccrs are to be confined to stated Periods, and arc to be 
made only on the Pirst Day of each Month.

NoB-commissloned Officer or Private Soldier^ be¬ 
longing to n Hegitiient serving in Great Britain, is to be 
transferred from the.Regiment in which he may be serving, 
without ihe previous Authority of the Gonimandpr. ia 
Chief, wliich is to be obtained through the medium of tha 
Adj utarit-Genera), on a proper representation, from the 
Colonel or Coinuiiiuding Officer of a Regiment, of tha 
Circumstances under which the Transfer is recommtjnded. 

When Regiments are serving in Ireland the ^Sanction 
of the Commander of the Forces in that part of the United 
Kingdom must be obtained previous to any Non-commis- 
aioned Officer or Private Soldier being transferred to 
another Regiment. 

'When Regiments are serving on Foreign Stations, the 
Sanction of tJie General Officers Commanding must bo 
obtained previous to any Non-commi.ssionod Officer or 
Private Soldier being transferred t<* another Regiment. 

In all Cases when Soldiers are transferred from ono 
Regiment to another, the Officer Commanding the Regi¬ 
ment, from, which they are transferred, is to send with 
the Men the following Documents, viz. 

1. —A Inst of their Names, Ages, Services, &e. Ac. 
extracted from the Description Book. 

2. —-A Statement of their Accounts (according to tho 
Form prescribed in Page 175), shewing the period 
to which each Man has been paid ;—the period for 
which he has received Clothing •,—the nature of the 
Claims of any Man which remain unsettled, stating the 
Cause which prevents the Settlement of them ;—and a 
Ltist of the Necessaries which each Man has in possession 
at the time of his quitting the Regiment from which he in 
transferred. 

Commanding Officers are required, when transferring 
Men to other Regiments^ to be very particular in stating 

the 
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tjb« Servi^s of each Man, both in the Regiments frortf 
Mrhich they are transferred, andinany ether Corps in tv Inch 
tile Men may have formerly served. 

In the Event of the Documents above prescribed not 
being transmitted, or of tfie particulars ol the (’<«se of each 
Man not being satisfactorily stated in them, the Officer Cont- 
manding the liegiment receiving the Men must immediately 
apply ter thetn, and report to the Adjutant-Cleneral, tor the 
Oommander in Chiefs Information, the Oiiiis!>ion which 
bas taken place.

In instances wherein Cominancling Officers ofRegirnentn 
St Home, may, from particular Circu in stances, be iaduced 
to recommend that ^ioldiers, under Sentence of Courts 
Martial, may be permitted to be transferred te Regiments on 
IPoreign Service in commutation of the punishment (or a 
Part thereof) which may have been awarded against them, 
the Applications (which are to be forwarded through the 
General Officer Commanding for the l^ctciaion ofUie Com- 
irrander in Chief) are to be accompanied by a Return 
according to the Form prescribed in Page 169, vfhichmust 
be accurately and carefully filled up. 

This Return is to contain a Request signed by the Sol¬ 
dier himself to be permitted to commute his Punishment 
for Service Abroad ; and a Certificate signed by the Senior 
Medical Officer doing duty with tfie Regiment of such 
Soldier being in every respect fit for that Service. 

'When Men are allowed to commute the Punishment 
awarded against them for Desertion^ the Date of their 
^esertion and of their Surrender or Apprehension is to be 
inserted in the tUolurnn allotted for Particulars of Service, 
in addition to the Statement of their former Services. 

No Soldier is to be allowed to be transferred in commu-^ 
tation of Punishment, until all his Claims for Pay, 
Clothing, &c. shall have been fully settled ; and no 
Soldier is to be sent Abroad in commutation of Punish¬ 
ment, but by his own free consent and desire. 

The General Officers Commanding Districts and Bri¬ 
gades, in transmitting Applications of this Nature for'the 
Decision of the Commander in Chief, are to report, by 
Detter, such Circumstances of any OfiendePa conduct as 
ihay be further necessary to explain the Cause on account 
pf which the transfer is recommended.

Vetcrafi Battalions, the Commanding (JlTicers of the Regi¬ 
ments, from which they are removed, shall invariably trans¬ 
mit with them a Return, agreeably to the Form prescribed 
in Page 172, statingan exact Account of the Age, Services, 
• and general Character of each Man, and assigning the 
Cause of his Discharge from the more active Part of the 
Service.

are equally applicable to Foreign Service, and it being es» 
sential that they should be kept us efficient as ciroiimstances 
will permit, it is not to be understood that the best andl 
finest Alen are to be selected from the Second BattalioUp 
but that a fair and equal f)ral't sluill be made of the num¬ 
bers required to complete the First Battalion. With tliis 
view it is required that the Draft sliall be made by complete 
Fi^es, as far as may be practicable, by which moans a more 
pist proportion of iho different Ooscriptions of Mon will be 
trken than by any other mode that can be conveniently 
adopfod. A proportion of the Flank (’oyipanies shall on all 
such occasions be transferred, of at least *i'u:o Men in erery 
fen who ipay be transferred. 

The Mon transferred from one Battalion to another of 
the same liogiinent, will of course take with them their 
CTlothing and Great Goats, but no Arms or Acconiia-ments 
inuot bo removed from one Battalion to anoilior, unics** spe¬ 
cial Directions to that eftect arc received, orunlessthe Com- 
tnanding Officer of the Second Battalion has received In¬ 
formation that the First Battalion has not a fiiifficiency of 
Arms and Accoutrements ia Store for the Supply of the 
Men who are transferred. 

A proportion of Non-commissioned Officers must be 
selected for the purpose of accompanying su^h Drafts as

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Service, of nnexceptlonnble Characters, and whn have a 
perfect knowledge of tiicir duty as Konocoinmissidued 
Olhcers. 

In all Cases when Soldiers are transferred from one Bat¬ 
talion to another, the Officer Commanding the Battalion 
from which they are transferred, is to send with the Men, 
in Charge of the Oflicer appointed to conduct thein^the fol¬ 
lowing Documents, viz. 

1. —A Ciat of their Names, Ages, Services, &c. &c. 
extracted from the Description Book. 

2. —A Statement of their Accounts faccording to the 
Form presiyibed in Page 175), shewing the period to 
which each Man has been paid ;—the period for which 
he' has received Clothing ; —the Nature of the Claims 
of any Man which remain unsettled, stating the Cause 
which prevents tlie Settlement of them ;—and a List of 
the Necessaries which each Man Vasin his pos'^ession at 
the time of his quitting the Battalion from which he 
transferred.

RETURN of a Detachment of the . Regiment of marched 
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RcguJations respecting the Clothing to he 
taken with Men transferred from one 
Regiment to another, or to the Rjo^al 
Veteran Battalions. 

Soldiers who are authorized to be transferred from on« 
Rej^iment to another, atiould take with them the Clothing 
which they received, or ought, to hare received, on th« 
26th Oiiy of the Month of December preceding, and, 
wlucli Clotliing would have become the property of such 
Soldiers on the next 24lh December :—I'he Colonel of 
the Hegiinent receiving such Soldiers is to pav to th« 
Colonel of the ^e^irnent from which such Soldiers at*« 
transfer! ed, a Sum for each Soldier on account of his 
Clothing, equal to the Allowance which the Soldier would * 
be entitled to receive for his Clothing, if a Compensation 
was received by him in lieu of Clothing, for the remain^ * 
der of the Year ending on the 24th December, at tho 
liate establi»iied by His Majesty’s Warrant of the 16th 
April, 1805. 

The above Regulations are to be adopted in regard to 
the Clothing of Men transferred from Kegiments of the

The Agents of the lioyal Veteran Battalions are aulho- 
rived to adjust wuth the Colonels of Regiments of the Dine 
ilie Claims arising from these Regulatit>ns.

W^heti Soldiers are sent Home from Foreign Statiom 
IIS Invalids, CJomnwniding Ofticers of Regiments are re¬ 
quired to be most particular in sending with them, in the 
possession of the Otlicer under whose Superintendenc* 
•they are placed, Condilianal Discharges, wljJch are not 
to be considered as valid until ratified by the Commandant 
. at the Army Depot, or by the Alilitary Superintendent 
at the York l|ospital, Chelsea, after a minute eatainiriation 
into their several conditions and capacity for further 
Service. 

The Forms of Discharge for ]\len sent Home from 
! Regiments on Foreign Stations,’ according to the Merits 
;ind Services of the Individuals, are prescribed in page 

159. 

In addition to the Discharges of the ATen, the General 
OfUcers (’onunauding on Foreign Stations are required 
in all cas*‘s to send with the Men a Return (according to 
the annexed Form marked A, vide page I 8 4) containing 
the Names of ail the Men sent Hoiue, specilying the Si'r- 
vices and ('haractor ofeacli Individual, and the Aledical 
Cause, in consequence ol‘ which each Man is considered 
unlit for Service abroad. 

The utmost exactnevss is required to be observed in th© 
Tilling up and transmitting tlie Conditional Discharges, 
and the Descriptive Returns herein required, as the liiforr 
luation to be derived from those Documents is Tiio.st essen¬ 
tial in deciding' as to the disposal of the ATen on their 
arrival in this Country, and involves m © considerable 
degi ce tlieir future comfort. 

When Invalids are sent Home from a Corps on a 
Foreign Station, the Pay-AIaster thereof shall transmit 
by the same conveyance, to the Agent of tlie Regiment,^© 
X>ist (according to the annexed Form marked R, vide 

page 
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page 185) which is to be authenticated hy his Signature, 
and by that of the Commanding Oihcer, of the Men*# 
Names and Ranks, with a Statement of their Services, 
specifying the Date of Embarkation, the Ship in which 
they embark, and the Name of the Officer having charge 
of them ; also the dates to which they shall have been 
respectively paid at the Regiment, and the period, if any, 
for which an advance of Pay shall have been made for 
each Man on embarking, which advance the Pay-Master 
is to take care shall be at the rate of nett pay only, after 
making the regulated deductions. The adva-nce is only 
to be made when indispensably necessary, and in no case 
for a period exceeding that limited for the respective Sta¬ 
tions, by the 13th Article of the Additional liistnictinna 
to Pay-Masters and others, dated War-Ofhce, lltli May, 
1801. 

A similar List is to be forwarded by the Commanding 
Officer of each such Corps, to the Commandant at the 
Army Depot; and the Uflicer in charge of the Men is to 
be furnished with a Duplicate thereof, and is to he parti¬ 
cularly instructed to transmit to the Agent of eacli Regi¬ 
ment, immediately on his arrival, the Names of theMtU 
whom he may deliver over at tlie Army Depot, or at any 
Other place ; stating every casualty, w he'her by deatii or 
otherwise, which may have occurred during the passage.

Forces in Ireland, if tliw Uei^imeni is .serving; in that part 
of the Kingdom ;—If tlie Regiment is abroad, the consent 
of the General Oflieer Cominimding must be Obtained 
previous to the Transfer being made. 

When any Horses belonging to a Regiment of Cavalry Caotlogof 
■ re considered unfit for lurther Military Service, they llor»e»*

command, who will judge of the expediency of causing 
such Horses to be destroyed, with a view of preventing the 
Infection being communicated :—A special Report of 
every Horse which is destroyed on this account is to be 
made to the Adjutant-General, for the information of the 
Commander in Chief.

or near the Station, to repair on board each Transport, 
and make ^ most minute and particular Inspection, accord¬ 
ing to the Instructions with which such Medical Officer 
may have been furnished by the Principal Officer of the 
Army Medical Department. The Medical Officer will 
report the State and Condition of each respective Ship, 
according to the Form annexed, to the General, or other 
Officer commanding at the Port, for the purpose of its 
being forwarded to the Adjutant-General for the Information 
of tile Commander in Chief; or, if the Kmbarkation takes 
place from a Port iii Ireland, for the Information of the 
Commander of the Forces in that part of th^ Kingdom.

Stationing o! The Officer commandingon board each Transport must

In warm Climates the frequent Washing ®f every part of Cleanliiictt. 
the Body is stronglv enjoinra as an esienttal requisite to 
the preservation of Health When circumstance® will ad> 
mit of It, two large Tubs are to be fixed upon the Fore¬ 
castle for thib purpose: When this Accommodation can¬ 
not be obtained. Buckets of Water being poured over ’the 
Body will prove anelhcient substitute. 

The Men are to wash, comb, sponge, and brush their 
Heads every Morning, they are to be shaved, and put on 
clean ShirS twice a week at least, and it is essential that 
they should be furnished with the means of changing their 
Clothes when wet. 

Great attention s to bo pud to the Clemline^ of the 
Privies, buckets of w itc^r art* to be tin own down fiequent- 
1y in the day, to prevent the soil from stu king to the sides 
of the Ships. 

The Bedding is to be brought upon dec k every morning, Bedding, 
if the weither will permit, by o’clock; and to be well 
aired, m conformity to the regulations of the Transport 
Board Tins Order applies equally to the Mai Tied Peo¬ 
ple, who are to be coiifnieil in regard to their births to one 
particular part of the Ship set ^part for their use. Tho 
Partition of their Births must be removed at the same 
hour, and cleared away for the Day.

All lights are to be extinguished at eight o’clock at night,

The Arms and AccbutrerrtenW must be inspected fre- Toapection* 
qiTently. The Locks and Barrels must be greased, and 
Care taken to prevent their contracting rOst, to which, at 
Sea, they are particularly liable. 

The Troops must be inspected in Marching Order once ^ 
in each Week, when the Officers will see that their neces¬ 
saries are properly packed, and the Packs well put on, and 
ascertain that the whole of their Appointments are kept in 
serviceable order. 

'Fhe frequent FiimigaUon of the Ship is deemed highly Fumljation. 
material, in order to prevent mischief from confined air. 

The materials for fiiuiigation may be brimstone with saw¬ 
dust ; or the brimstciie may be thrown over hot coals ; 
nitre, to which a liuie vitriolic acid is added; or common 
salt, with the same addition of vitriolic acid ; guApowder 
Welted, or tlte heated loggerhead in the pitcii-pol:—This 
operation is always to be pedbrmed under the immediate 
eye of the Medical Officer on board, to prevent improper 
quantities of the articles being used ; afid it is the duty of 
the Officer of the Day to give his personal attendance to it, 
to guard against any accident from Fire. 

During voyages in hot climates, the most beneficial ef- Health, 
fects are derived from the use of Windsails. The Master 
of the Transport should be desired to have them made im¬ 
mediately, if not already provided, and they should be con¬ 
stantly hung up.—These sails throw a stream of cold air 
betwfiea deoks, and ii is net an unusttdil practiee amongst

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|hf Men, 4»t leait amongst inexpenenred Soldiers, to 
the bottom of them, by which this salutary purpose is de* 
feated The Serjeant of the Watch must be responsible 
tli^t this irregularity is nerer commuted. 

Oflicers are enjoined to pavthe stncleU ittention topre- 
itent thp Men sleeping on deck in the warm weather, vrhicti 
they are very apt to du —This practice is generally pro* 
dutlive of levers and fluxes. 

Kxercise being indispensably necessafy for the preser** 
vntion of Health, erery encouragement must be given to thO 
Men to Use such as may be ipund practicable, as Dancing, 
Wrestling, &.t. but as the space on board a Transport does 
not admit of the whole of the Troops receiving a due por¬ 
tion ot Kxercise by these means, the Commanding Olhcer 
will cause them, by Squads of 20 or more, to move round 
the Vessel Hi double quick time, each Squad for ten or 
twelve minutes, so that the whole may receive a certain 
degree* of Exercise —This is to be practised, when cir¬ 
cumstances will permit, for an hour m the Forenoon, and 
for tile same time in the Alternoon. 

When in Harbour, if no danger is to he apprehended 
from Sharks, the Troops maybe permitted to bathe, piovid- 
«d a Boat, manned, beat hand for the purpose o( attend¬ 
ing to the Bathers, only Ten ol whom are to be allowed to 
be in the Water at the same tune, an^those upon thesame 
side ot the Ship with the Boat.

Certain articles of diet being put on board eicb Trans-^ 
IfedkalStores. purt, under the name of medical stores, these are to be con¬ 
sidered as intended solely for the use of the sick or conva¬ 
lescents ; they are to remain in the charge of the Master pf 
the Tiansport, and only to be tsfued upon demand m 

tvriuug 
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vritiQg made by tbe Surgeon from time to time as be shall 
judge proper; or, when there is no Surgeon, upon demand 
«f th^Comn\anding Officer; and the Surgeon or Command* 
ing CJmcer is to give the Master, at the end of the voyage, 

« certificate that his demands for the said medical stores 
have been made only upon proper occasions, and have 
not been expended for any other use than that of tiie sick 
or convalescent. 

It is the duty of the Medical Officers to guard the Men, 
tvhen they get inte a hot climate, against costivcncs? : and 
as, upon the first arrival of the Transports in the West 
Indies, a great number of Canoes usually come off with 
fruit, plantains, &c. generally very green and bad, the sol¬ 
diers are not to be allowed to buy such trash, and should 
only be supplied with fruit and vegetables under the orders 
of the Officer'?, and by the recommendation of persons 
ncr^iiainted with the West Indies. 

If tlie soldiers are cleanly, well messed, and atteni^i^ to 
in the several particulars above directed, every reasonable 
hope may bo entertained of their continuance in health. 

Regularity and decency of conduct, w'hich are on all 
Occasionshighly estimablein the Military Character, are pe¬ 
culiarly, requisite on boardof Ship, and it is the duty of the 
Commanding OlVicer to repress, by the most decided and 
summary measures, any^endency to Insubordination, .and 
to check every spedc(|||f Immorality and Vice, and to dis¬ 
countenance to the utmost of his power, in any Individual 
under his command, whatever may disturb the Comfort of 
others, or interrupt the harmony and good understanding 
which should snbdston board. 

The foregoing regulationscannotbeso properly conclud- DivlneService. 
ed as by most earnestly recommending to the Officer Coui- 
mandirig on board each Ship to cause Divine Service to 
be performed on every Sunday when the weather/.yill per¬ 
mit. In case there be no (Jlergyman ou board, the Com¬ 
manding Officer is to perform this Duty, or to commit it to 
some intelligent and respectable Officer. Judejrendent of 
the strong reason which, in a religious view, demands 
the discharge of so important and sacred a Duty, the 
regular performance of Divine Service has ever been found 
tp produce and promote Cleanliness and Good Order 
ifinong the Soldiery,

OJTicors in Command of Detachment, embarked on 
board of Shipa belonging to the iionorahl^ the Saat India 
Company, are, m all respects, to conform to the Rules an 4 
Regulations established for the government of the Ships 
they are respectively ejnbarked on board of, so far as the 
same do not militate against the Discipline and Good Order 
^vhich should at ail times prevail among Ilis Majesty’s 
Troops ; and all Ollicers placed in Command on board 
Indiaincn, together with the several individuals under their 
Orders, w'lll accommodate themselves to the customs of tho 
Shi[)s, so that there may .‘subsist between them, the Com¬ 
manders, their OHipers, and Crows, a due degree of Cor¬ 
diality so essential to the (iood of Ilis Majesty’s Service, 
and that of the Honorable the East>lndia Company. 

OfRcers Commanding Detachments will pay the greatest 
attention to every requisition, consistent with the Good of 
His Majesty’s ^service, made to them by the Commanders 
of tl 10 Ships, and will enforce 1I4I strictest obedience to 
these Orders from every Olhcer, Np|^commissioned Offi¬ 
cer, and Soldier, under their Command. 

A sufficient Guard is to mount, immediately on the De¬ 
tachment getting on board Ship, which Guard is to bo 
relieved daily as long as the Ship remains in Harbour, and 
is to be commanded by a Subaltern Oilicer, should thcro 
be l/ireff on boaid. 

The Officer Commanding the Troops will consult with 
the Commander of the Ship with respect to the posting of 
such Sentries as may be necessary for the preservation of 
Order and Regularity on board. 

Every possible precaution must be taken fo prevent 
Jiiquor being brought into the Ship. 

The Officers of the Detachment will be accommodated

The Non-commissioned Officers and Men will be form- Messes, 
ed into Messes according to the Regulations of the Ship;

Officers Commanding will exert their utmost diligence Exereise. 
in training and exercising their Detachments, as frequently 
as the Weather will perhilt, for which purpose Anus and 
Ammunition are put on board thu Company’s Ships lor the 
use of the Troops embarked. 

Officers Commanding will bo considered responsilde for 
the Conduct of the Soldiers under their Orders in the evftnt 
of btnng attacked by the Enemy dining the Voyage, and 
no doubt is entertained, that, on such an occasion, both 
Officers and Men will do their Duty, 

The Troops arc to be paraded in the Morning and At- Parade, 
ternoon. The Officer Commanding will apply to the 
Commander of the Ship to know the Hours and purtoflhu 
Ship, most conveuiecH; for this purpose, as well as for Dril¬ 
ling the Detachment when necessary. 

Every Man must appear at Parade as clean as his situ¬ 
ation will allow.

The use of Dumb Bells, and any diversion calculated Health, 
for the purpose of Bodily Exercise, should be permitted as 
frequently as possible, as of the utmost Cousequence in 
maintaining the Health and Strength of the Men.

The Arms, when kept out on any emergency, must be 
disposed as the Packs, so that the Men may at any mo¬ 
ment know where to find them. At other tiine"’, it is desir¬ 
able they should be put away in some placeo( safety. The 
Coirnnanding Officer will therefore a])[;ly to the Com¬ 
mander pf the Ship, lor the purpose of having th<MTi lodged 
in tho Arm Chest of the Ship, or any other eouvenient 
place, where they can be had without difficulty when 
required. 

The Arms must be frequently inspected, and the great¬ 
est care taken to prevent their contracting rust, to which 
they are particularly liable at Sea. 

When Detachments are embarked for India between 
the JSt October and the Ulst March, they are allowed to 
take with them the Great Coats which may have been 
furnished them in this country. The Officers Command¬ 
ing Detachments are to take care that the Great Coats are 
used only when the Weather renders them necessary, or 
when it is considered advisable that any JMcn from Sick¬ 
ness should wear them j On arrival in India the Great 
Coats are to be delivered into Store at such place as the 
General Officer Commanding may direct, with a view to 
their being delivered out to such Invalids asaresent Home 
from India, and who may be expected to arrive la Eng¬ 
land in the Winter months. 


The Commanding Officer will apply to the Commander 
of the Ship to put up Windsails when necessary, in Older 
that the Orlop Deck may be well ventilifted; and the 
Serjeant of the Watch must be careful that nothing interferes 
with tlie Sail, so as to prevent the Air from being commu¬ 
nicated.

deficiency being speedily replaced. 


The several Heads as pointed out in this Regulation are 
to be separatelij reported on, and not blended together 
with one general Remark ; and as each Inspection Report, 
in order to be complete, should contain in itself every 
possible Information respecting the Corps reported on,' 
such observations as have been made in former Reports 
are to be repeated, if necessary, and those deports are 
not to be, in a general manner, referred to, for the Particu¬ 
lars on which the several Remarks are founded. 

It is the Duty of the General Officers fully and

THE Rack a«o’ ISIanger, and every part of tho 
Wood and Iron VV'ork of the Stall, from whence a Horse 
nflected with Glanders or Eau y h.iJ> been removed, should 
be thoroughly washed vvitli soft Soap and Watftr ; — when 
clean and dry, the surface of these parts is to be covered 
%vilh uiinlacked Lime, and afterwards thrice painted ^vilh 
Oil Colours. 'I'he Pails of the infected Stable should also 

• 

bo cleaned, limed, and painted. 

As the furniture of Horses decidedly glandered will 
not bo equally exposed to Contagion in all cases alike, the 
number of Articles to be tlestroyed will in a great measure 
depend on the nature of eacli particular case. 

The Glanders are often preceded by other diseases, 
nnd as the Horse in consequence is removed from his 
Duty, and from most of his appointments, belore the 
Disease becomes infectious, it will, under these circumstan¬ 
ces, be only necessary to destroy such Articles as m 
liable to come into contact with the Poison But 
the Glanders take place suddenly, or where there are any 
doubts as to what part of the Furniture of the Horse may 
Itave been used, and exposed to the Contagion, it is advis- ^ 
. able 
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able to bura the Head Stall, Reins and Nose Band, tb* 
liog. Sheet, Surcingle, the Noae Bag. Curry Comb, and 
Brash, Mane Comb^nd Sponge, and Water Sponge. 

The Bits, Curbs, and Buckles of the Head Stalls, and 
every other Article formed of Iron, should be exposed to 
the Fire for about ten Minutes, which will effeulually dem 
etroy any infectious Alatter.

Serjeant IMajor ; one Non-commissioned Officer of wliicti 
description will, from this time, be allowed on the Esta¬ 
blishment of each Troop of Dragoon Guards and Dra¬ 
goons, in which the appointment of Quarter-Master shnll 
have ceased. His Mnje«!ty, in making this arrangement, 
has not overlooked the Merits and yervices of the Persons 
now acting asTroop Quarter-Masters, and has been pleas¬ 
ed to command, that such as are now fit for Service shall 
continue to holtl their present Situations ; and with A 
view of making a provision for such as are unfit for Ser¬ 
vice, and have served F'ortiy Years and upwards. His 
Majesty has been graciously please<l to command, that 
they shall beallowecl to retire upon their present full Pay 
for lile, and that such other Quarter-Masters as are now, 
or may hereafter become unfit for Service, shall be allow¬ 
ed to retire on the Pay of Three Shiliings per day lor 
life.

MEMORANDUM. 


The cause of a Piece missing Fire is generally ascribed 
to the badness of the Flint, the softness of the Hammer, 
or the weakness of the Main Spring, or Feather Spring; 
but the real cause will very generally be found* to be a 
want of correctness iu fixing the Flint. 

This sometime proceeds fi'om Carelessness, but it Is 
too often owing to ignorance of the true principles which 
ought to direct tiro iixing of thc Flint. 

It is frequently imagined that an uniformity should pre-* 
Yail on this subject, as it does, and ought to do, on many 
Others, respecting the movements and management of 
Amis : instances are not unfreqiient where directions have 
been given that Flints should beilxed in exact confurinitj 
to some approved pattern. 

This practice is founded in error, and is productive of 
more extensive miscliief than can well be imagined. 

In Hxing Flints no uniform mode must, be attempted ; 
the flat side must be placed either upwards or 
downwards, according to the size and shape of the Flint, 
and also according to the proportion which the Cock bears 
in height tp tU<? lla^uner, which varies, in djfllereut Mu^.- 
quels. 

This is ascertained by letting the Cock gently, down, 
and observing where the Flint strikes the Hammer, which 
ought to beat the distance of ^bout ooe*tlMi:d from the top 
of the Hammer. 

Most diligent observaiioa ought.at the same time to be 

made 





made whether every part of the edge of the Flint comes ^ 
contact with the Hammer, so as to strike out the fire frdm 
the whole surface. 

A Flint will often appear to the eye to be carefully a 
skiiriilly fixed, and to stand firm and square, yet on t; 
being made as above directed, it will prove to have 
very ill fixed, inasmuch as the surface of the Hammer in 
some Musquets does not stand square, but staads a little 
aslant to the Cock. 

Fach particular Flint requires therefore its own particu¬ 
lar mode of being fixed, so as to accommodate itself to the 
particular proportions and conformation of each particular 
JLiOck. 

S' 

It is perhaps unnecessary to mention, that, whatever the 
position of the flint should be, it ought to be screwed in firm¬ 
ly ; and that the Cock should also be let down, in order to 
observe whether the Flint passes clear of the Sarrel. 

, "Whenever a Piece has been fired, the first opportunity 
should be embraced of examining whether the Flint re¬ 
mains good, and fixed as it ought to be, and no time 
sltould be lost in correcting whatever may be found amiss.

)particular Regiments on Foreign Service. 

1.—If the Reffiment consists of more than one Battnlion, 
a Kielil Oificer is, if possible, to be placed in the command 
the Oepot; if it consists of one Battalion only, an in¬ 
telligent Captain is to be employed on that Duty. 

—The Depot is to be established in that part of the 
Country where it may be presumed the Regiment is most 
likely to be successful in Recruiting, and at the saMic fima 
in the Vicinity of the Head Quarters of a Recruiting Di*- 
trict. 

3.—All Recruits raised at, or sent to, a Regimental De¬ 
pot, are to be considered precisely in the same point of 
view, and settled with in the same manner, as Recruits 
who join at the Head Quarters of a Battalion. 

4.—Should the Depdt be comn^anded by a Captain, a 
report must bo made to tlie Adjutant-General whenever 
there are any number of Recruits who require final appro¬ 
val, in order that a Field Olficer may be appointed to per¬ 
form that duty. 

5.—It is an essential part of the Duty of flic Officer 
Oomjnanding a Regimental Depot to take the necessary 
Steps for completing, with Clothing, Arms, Accoutrements, 
Great Coats, and all Articles of Regimental Necessaries, 
such Menas may from time to time ariive at the Depot, 
and to use every possible nieans towards perfecting 
them in the knowledge of their Duties as Soldiers, in order 
that they may be prepared, on the shortest Notice, to joia 
the Regiment. 

6.—The Officer who is placed in charge of the Regi¬ 
mental Depdt is required to transmit to the Adjutant-Ge- 
pcral, on the 10th and 25th of each Month, Returns ( accord¬ 
ing to the prescribed Forms) in which- all the Officers, 
Non-commissioned Officers, Drummers and Private Men 
who may be at Home are to be accounted for; and the 

Commanding 
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Commanding: Officers of Regiments or Battalions are re^ 
(juired to furnish the Officer so employed with a most ac-* 
curate List of all Officers, Non-commissioned Officers, 
Drummers and Private Men who are left behind, with 
every possible information respecting them, 

7. —The Officer in charge of the Regimental Depd^m 
•Iso to transmit to the Adjutant-General on the 25th March, 
June, September and December, in each year. Returns of 
Ruch Oificcrs as may have been absent wilhoui. leave fo^ 
any period during the {^receding Three,Months. 

8. —It is the Duty of the Officers in Command of Regi« 
mental Depots to transmit to the General Officers Com- 
XTjunding the Districts in which the Depdts are fixed. Du¬ 
plicates of the Returns made upon the lOth and25thof 
each Month: lie is also to transmit to the Secretary at 
"War, on the 25th of each Month, a Monthly Return siini-. 
Jar to that transmitted to the Adjutant-General. 

9. —The Officer left in Command of the Regimental 
Depot is to take care to order all Ofllcers, wiio are newly 
appointed to the Regiinenl, to join at the Station at which, 
the Regimental Depot is fixed, at which they are to conti¬ 
nue until Orders shall be received for them to proceed 
join the BuUalipn to which they may belong. 

10. —It is the Duty of the Officer Commanding a Re¬ 

gimental Depot to transmit, from time to time, to the Of- 
iicers Coininaiiiling the Battalions on Serviqe, whatever 
Ilelurns and Information they may require, or which he 
may conceive necessary to guide them in making their Re¬ 
gimental Arrangements, and to enable them to recom¬ 
mend such mcasvires as they may conceive for the good of 
the Service, and Advantage of the Corps :—He must also 
take particular care to ascertain all Casualties which occur 
among the Officers, Non-commissioned Officers, Drum¬ 
mers, and Private Men who were left behind on the em¬ 
barkation of either Battalion for Foreign Service, and to 
communicate them to the Commanding Officers of the re¬ 
spective Battalions, fie must also make frequent Com¬ 
munications to the Officers Commanding the Battalions 
abroad, respecting the Oliicers, Non-commissioned Of¬ 
ficers, Drummers, and Private Meif who arc at Home, in 
order that they may be accounted for t/i an accurate man- 
ner in the Regimental Returns.

The charges actually and necessarily incurred for/jiiard 
and Store Rooms, and for Postage and Stationary, may be

IT has been rtpiesented to the 
CoTnmander iff Clhef, that, notwithfctanding the^tormer 
Ordpis which have been issued on this subject, the Com- 
missioners oi’the Royal Hospitals ofChelsea and.JKilnuiin*- 
ham arc much embarrassed in the performance of tlieii' 
duty, by the very loose and vague ujanner, in which, in 
many Instances, the Services ol Soldiers, who are present¬ 
ed to them, are ascertained. 

The Order of the * I Rth of May, 180S, hae been re¬ 
vised with tlie most scrupulous Attention, and has been 
found perfectly adequate to its Object. It should there- 
loro be unnecessary to repeat what has been so lecenlly 
and clearly explained ; but the Inattention of Officers in 
Oommand of Regiments to this essential part of their duty, 
lenders it indi.®pensabio, on tlie part of the Commander in 
I’liief, to repeat his Injurictione, that the .most exact Obe-* 
dieiicc bo paid lo this (^rder, and to point out the following 
Irregularities, as tliose w'hich have generally occasioned the 
Hjfhciiities complained of, viz.

These various points have Iiecn so clearly explained in 
the Regulations, and their Object must, it is presumed, be 
so in unison with the Feelings of every Otlicer, that the 
Commander in Chief cannot hut be much surprised at the 
want of Attention to them, which has called for these Ani¬ 
madversions. 

If it was necessary, or proper, to suggest any 4 clditional 
incentive to a sense of duty, the Officers to whom this 
Order is addressed would find it in the present Instance, in 
the Interest they cannot but take in the Welfare of those, 
■who having served their best days under their Command, 
rire sent Home to avail themselves of the Bounty and Pro¬ 
vision, which the Gratitude of their Country and the graci¬ 
ous care of their Sovereign, have prepared for them. Wilt 
which it? freqiiently withheld, from their not being furnish¬ 
ed with the Documents, which are necessary to oscertaia 
their Claims. 

It is most distressing to the Commander in Chief, to 
ptate the Evils to which Soldiers at fheClose of their Ser¬ 
vices are exposed by such omission; but be feels it so 
imperiously his Duty to redress them, that he has judged it 
(expedient thus publickly to declare, that, should any 
similar instances hereafter occur, he will consider any Com- 
itianding Officer who gives his Signature to a Discliargo 
which is not made up, in conformity to the late Regulations, 
as personally responsible for a Disobedience of Orders, and 
lor the Consequences, with which his Neglect may beat'i 
tended, as afiectixig the Interest of the Soldier.

I have the hdnor to acquaint you, that Claims are fre¬ 
quently received by this Board, on account of Losses sus¬ 
tained by Officers and Soldiers on Foreign Sendee, but 
which, in consequence of the Claimants having been 
wounded in Action, or taken Prisoners, and nOt again 
joined their Regiments, or from other special* circumstan¬ 
ces, have not been, or could not be, settled Abroad ; and 
as the Board often feel considerable difficulty in deciding, 
upon such Claims, from not being ncquairited with the 
Orders, which may have been issued by the'General Offi¬ 
cers Comin&nding on Foreign Stations, for regulating tho 
quantum of the several Articles of Equipment to betaken 
by Officer^ and Soldiers upon particular Services, or \Vitli 
the rates or amount of indemnification awarded for the 
Tinavoidable loss thereof, by the Boards appointed by such: 
General Officers to investigate Claims for IjOsses sustained 
on those Services ; they are of opinion.^tbat it would tend 
very much tef facilitate the Settlemetit of Claim* of 
this description, as well as to ensure an uniformity of 
decision tn all cases^)f alike nature, were the requisite 
information cominuaMTted to them upon each of these points* 
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tTiey fTierefore r^^qwest (hut ynu will b« pleased to submit

If an Officer shall be wounded in action, and it shall 
appear upon an inspection made of him by the Army Me¬ 
dical Board, at any period not sootier than a year and a 
day after the time when he was wounded, that ho has in 
consequence of his wound lost a limb or an eye^ or has 

totally 
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totally lost the use of a limb, or that his wound has been 
equally prejudidial to his habit of body with the toss of a 
limb, such OfTioer shall be entitled to a Pension, com¬ 
mencing from the expi^giltion of a year and a day after 
the time when he was wounded, and depending as to its 
-<u)jiAUtlt upon the rank he held at that period, according to 
the Scalchitnnexed ; this Pension, being granted as a cotn- 
pensation for the injury sustained,is to be held together with 
any other pay and a^owances to which such Officer may 
be otherwise entitled, without any deduction on account 
thereof. 

«• 

Officers who shall have l^t more than one limb or eye, 
shall be entitled to the Pension for each eye orjiinb so 
lost. 

And ns the Pension is not to commence till the ^$pi- 
ration of a year and a day from the date of the wound, it is 
to be independent of the allowance of u year’s pay, or the 
expenses attending the cure of wounds, granted under the 
existing Hegulations. * 

Applications for this Pension are to be in the same 
manner in which claims for the year’s pay are now made 
to the Secretary at War, and must always be accompanied 
by tlie Certilicate of the Army Medical Board, if the Officer 
applying is at Home ; and by that of the principal Medical 
Oliicer on the Station where he is, if the Officer is Abroad. 

In the latter case, however, the Officer must, as soon as 
he returns Home, be inspected by the Army Medical 
Board, and transmit their certificate to the Secretary at 
War. 

All Officers who may have sustained such an injury as 
W^uld entitle them to this Pension, by any wounds receiv¬ 
ed since the commencement of hostilities in the year 1793, 
will, upon the production of the proper Certificate from the 
Army Afedical Board, be allowed a Pension proportieried, 
according to the Scale, to the rank they held at the time 
when wounded, and commencing from 25th December 
1811 . 

This allowance will bo granted in general according to 
Hegimestal Bank, but in cases in which, in consequence of

ibeir Brevet Rank, Officers shall have been employed at 
the time when they were wounded, m discharge of duties 
superior to thoso attached to thehtjjllegimental Commissions^ 
it will be given by the Brevet Rank.

If the Regiment consist of two Battaliotis, the Battalion 
which is first ordered for service, is to embark complete; 
and the Battalion which remains at Home is to provide 
for the Recruiting Service and the charge of theRegiinea- 
tai Stores, &,c. 

When the Battalion, wTiich remained, is ordered to 
embark. Recruiting Companies will be appoib^ed, and the 
necessary proportion ol Non-commissioned Officers, 
Drummers, b'lfers, and Private Men, to form 'Pen Parties 
finclmiiiig those on the Recruiting Service at the time) ar» 
to be left at Home with an expeiienced Captain and Lieu¬ 
tenant for tins duty; In uddilioii to these, 1 Captain, 3 
Lieutenants, 6 Seijeants, 0 Corporals, and 3 Drummers 
are to be left to form the Regimental Depot.

•In^several Militia Regiments^ Boys have been enlisted, 
though in no respect eligible for the Service, and wliO from 
their GxtreiTio'youth are not likely for a considerable period^ 
to be equal to any duty. 

The Commander in Chief most positively forbids 4 i 
oontiniiation of these practices, and His Royal Highnes# 
requires the General Otficers in the Command of District# 
and Brigades to prevent any such deviations from th« 
Recruiting Regulations to the Corp'^ under their command^ 
either of the Regular or of the Mintia h’orces. 

Commanding Oflicers of Regiments are personally 
responsible that all Head Qui'irter Recruits are in every 
respect corresponding to the Regulations, and they are to 
take care that as soon as the number of Boys allowed by 
Regulation, (vi 2 i. fifty for each Battalion) are engaged^ 
X^otice is #ent to the Recruiting Parties of the Reginient, in 
order to prevent a larger proportioa of Boys than is allowed 
being recruited. 

In many Corps it is observed that the Boys and Recruits 
•ngaged as Lads at a reduced Standard have not grawm 
and fulfilled the expectation under which alone Recruits of 
this description are desirable. Commanding Officers of 
Regiments, and all Persons connected with the Recruiting 
* Service, are enjoined to receive no Boy or Lad Recruits, 
who do not from their Make and Stature, ofier the fairest 
bopcsof growth and of becoming vigorous, and effective 

^pldier# ^ 
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Soldiers ; and no Recrijut, Volunteer,or Substitute, is to bo 
received who is not in every respect coiiform^ble to tho 
established Regulations, without the Commander in Chi«rs 
special authority. 

General Officers in making their Inspections, are required 
to be very minute in their examinations of all Recruits-or 
Volunteers, or Substitutes who may have Joined since the 
last Inspection, and to transmit Special Reports of any, 
either of the Regulars or Militia, whom they find not to 
be conformable to the Requiting Regolations, and the 
Acts of Parliament on this head.

^Vith a view of securing these important objects, the 
Comnmnder in Chief lias been pleased to direct the circula- 
iien of the folloWug Orders, in addition to 
ons to be observed on board Transports ** as publtsited in 
the General Hegulations and Orders of tlie Army on the 
ISlth August, 1811.

Except when under the speeial Oomman'd of a General 
Officer, all Embarkations are to take place iifuler the im¬ 
mediate direction of the General Officer coiimtauding at the 
Port ifom which the Troops embark. • 

In addition to the Medical Inspection ordered in«the 
Ocnefariiegulations, the General Officer will direct e'uch 
Inspection to be made by the Staff Officers under his Com¬ 
mand, of Transports arriving in the Port, for fhe recep¬ 
tion of 'IVoopp, as may satisfy him that they are in every 
fitted for their accommodation, and provided with 
proper Stores fortheir use. He will, either by bis own j>er- 
sonal Inspection, or that of an intelligent Staff* Ollicej, not 
under the Hank of a Eield Officer, ascertain the state of 
every Corps or Oetachment arriving for Embarkation, and 
will report any Defictenefes either in Nunrrber or Kiipiip- 
tnent, to Head Quarters, for the Commander in Ckict’s 
•Information. 

The Troops remain under hris Orders after they are oijt 
board, till they clear the Porrt and go to Sea ; atwl it will be 
incumbeni on him, in the event of their being detained any¬ 
time after Embarkation, either personally to visit them, or 
to order the Transports to be visited, and the Men inspect¬ 
ed by a Staff Officer, not under the Hank of a Field Offi-^ 
cer, on whose Heport he can rely as to the State of the 
Vessel, and of the Men. He will call for such Reports 
from the Officers commanding on board the different Ships.

Officers arriving at any Port for Embarkation, whether 
Sn Command of'rroops, or otherwise, are (as directed in 
Pa|^e 44* of the General Regulations and Orders of the 
Army) immediately to report themselves to the General 
Officer Commanding’, and (if under the Rank of General 
Officers} they will consider themselves wholly under hia 
Command, till they sail. They must always appear in 
their Uniforms, and conform to all the Regulations of the 
Garrison. 'I'his Order applies equally to Officers, who, 
after Embarkation, may oocasionally obtain leave to land 
from their Vessels. 

NoOfficeris iinderany pretence whateverto quit his Ship, 
without the sanction of the Officer commanding on board. 

Ne Officer is to sleep out of his Ship, without special 
leave (if a Battalion is embarked) of the Commanc^ing 
Officer;— if only a Detachment, of the General Ollicer 
under whose direction the Embarkation takes place. 

The Commnnd on board each Vessel will of course bo 
vested in the Senior Officer, to whatever brancli of Service 
be may belong, and he is equally bound to exeicise that 
Command, and is equally responsible for any breach of 
Discipline which may occur, whether the Officers and Men 
embarked with him belong to the same Regiment with him¬ 
self, or are Detachments from different Corpsv 

The Horses of the ^avatry require peculiar attention 
at the time of Embarkation^ and while they are on board 
Ship, and it is expected, that every individual Officer of 
the Cavalry will fcel.that he has a most important duty to 
perform on these occasions, on which depends in tact the 
.naauns of Ins being usefully employed la the Field, when 
ho reaches his destination^ 

The following Regulations are to be strictly obeyed. 

It is of the utmost importance to the future heahh^of 
Horses, that they should not be heated at the time of 
embarkstiou. 

With this view it is extremely desirable, that a long

tn cases where this salutary precaution c^hnot be obtain¬ 
ed, at least two hours should intervene between the arrival 
ot the iJorses at the place of Embarkation, and their' 
being pul on board ; it they cannot be placed in Stables, 
they should be so disposed, that they may be thoroughiy 
dressed and cleaned. 

It is necessarj' that one Stall on each side of Transports 
should remain vacant, and some spare S*liUgs, ^lould be 
provided in case of Illness ar Accident. 

• . • 

On the first night of their being oh board, the TforseS 
should have a mash with some Nitre, and ISnring theiiC 
passage, bran should make a large part of their dndy 
lotion. Caro must bo taken, that they are not hcatedWby 
being over-fed. 

The Dragoon should wash the fetlocks and hoofs ofhi% 
Horse at each stable hour, and be attentive to wash his faC^, 
and particularly his eyes and nostrils with a sponge. 

If the Horse appears to be heated, or refuse his food, an 
early bleeding wilt in general restore him ; but the Object 
which of all others, requires the greatest Attention isth^d 
the Hold be well ventilated, by means of Wind-sailf, 
the ends of which ought to be shifted to difierent partk 
of the Hold. 

In cases, where from bad weather, or ether causes, the 
Hold has been kept more than usually close, great'advan¬ 
tage will be found in washing the manger with vinegar and 
Water, and occasionally sponging the nostrils of the 
Horses with the same. 

After Disembarkation, a cooling regimen as toFood, 
and gentle Exercise, are the best means of restoring the 
Horses to their wonted vigour, and preparing them for 
Service.

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On the arrival of Troops in any Port, for Diserhbar* 
Vation, the General Officer Commanding will order the 
Vesaeta to be immediately visited^ and the .Men inspected' 
by an intelligent Staff Officer, attended by a competent 
Medical Officer, from whose Report he will ascertain the- 
actual situation of the Men and Ship ;—what casualties 
have occurred on the passage ;—;an'd whether the Ship has 
been properly found, and the Men supplied with Accoin>‘ 
modatioii and Provisions, according' to Regulation. On 
the lauding of the Men, it is the' duty of the General Offi¬ 
cer to take Care that they are forwarded to their Oestinatioita 
by the readiest and ino^ convenient means.' 

The EKnbarkation and Di'sefnba rkation 6f Brigades and 
Oivisioiw of the Army, must take place under the imine- 
diatQt Superintendence of thf^. CJeneral Officers who are 
attached to ll^in, on whom it is rncurmbent, by personally 
visiting the«Vesseis, to ascertain that all'due preparation 
is made for the comfort of the Troops, that tire strictest 
Oigeipline is established o*n board, and that the General 
Regulations for Troops ertihankcd on hoard Transptirt^* 
are in every instance most strictly observed. They wilt 
report to the General Officers commanding at the Port, the 
vStrengtii of tlieir respective Corps. 

It is incumbent at all times, on Commanding Officers of 
Regiments, and those to wliom the care of Regimental 
X)epdts is confided, to ascertain, that every Officer under 
thnir Command has in his possession, a Copy of the Gerieral 
Regulations of the Anny i but it is peculiarly necessary, 
that no Officer should be allowed to lilinbark without/Ats 
Oocument, a reference to whicli will givefaiminore detailed 
Instructions for his conduct on board Ship.

Barrel, it is necessary that it be well cleaned from all graasi-

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into its mttzzle, and the vent well stopped; the mixtufe^s therf 
to be applied with m clean sponge or rag*, faking^ can:* tlia€ 
every [>art of the Barrel be covered with the mi^ture^ 
which must then be exposed to the air for twenty-four 
hours, after which exposure the Barrel must be rubbed with 
a. hard brush and rag, to remove the oxid from the sur¬ 
face. 'I*hi« operation must be performed a second and A 
third time (if necessary), by which the Barrel will be made 
of a perfectly broWn colour; ft must then be carefully 
brushed and wiped, and immersed in boiling water, ia 
which a small quantity of alkaline matter has been put, in 
order that the action of the Acid upon the Barrel may btf 
destroyed, and the impregnation of the water by the Acid 
neutralized. 

'I'he Barrel when taken from the 'Water must, after 
bcifig perfectly dry, be rubbed smooth with a burnisher 
of hr id >vo#d, and then heated to about the temperature' 
of boiling waler, it then will be ready to receive a varniab

and after the varnish is perfectly dry upon the Barrel, it 
must be rubbed with the burnisiier to give it a smooth and 
glossy appearance. 

7*0 repniT and retain the Brown upon Barrets^ 

When the Barrel is much rubbed from use a little 
vitriolic Acid may be applied to it, and then it must receive 
the treatment that Barrels undergo in Browning, care 
being taken to deaden the action of the Acid by means of 
boiling water. 

When Brown Barrels are in constant use the Brown 
might be continually kept perfect by means of the 
application of vinegar, which should remain upon tko 
surface for a Day, aud then be washed well with boiling 
water. 

If this operation be repeated monthly, a Barrel which 
has been properly browned in the first instance will cont^ 
nue in a perfect state for many years,
